Talk to Kiwanis Club 
on Many Experiences 


Feels Mysterious 


Kiwanian Rev. D. D. McQueen was 
the principal speaker at the luncheon 
‘Tuesday evening, ond delighted the 
gathering with some very amusing 
incidents of his personal experiences 
and also gave some details of his 
, training tor the ministry. He also gave 
some of his impressions of the west. 
Although he had originally intended.to 
stay five years from the time of his 
ordination, he was beginning to feel 
that mysterious gripping power of the 
west and he would not now be sur- 
prised if he spent the greater part of 
his ministry here. Having mentioned 
the rapid, marvellous, material ex- 
pansion of the Dominion during the 
past sixty years, Rev. McQueen dwelt 
for a few moments upon the wonderful 
spirit of service manifested every- 
where in.the social’ life of the west, 
He also referred to the future import: 
ance of higher education in this 
country, ‘ He emphasized, with the aid 
of many amusing illustrations, that 
the true function of education was to 
widen one’s outlook and broaden his 
vision. More attention would be paid 
to higher education in residential 
Schools and colleges in the future as 
an antidote to the prevailing narrow- 
ness.of vision which he suggested was 
not particularly a fault but rather the 
logical oftcome of circumstances as 
they are. In this connection he men- 
tioned briefly the value of culture and 
refinement to the commercial life and 
stressed the value of such education 
in this regard. 

In conclusion, very &briefly and 
forcibly, the speaker touched ‘upon 
the religious situation, and indicated 
the possibilities of religious revival in 
all ‘spheres of religious thought. 
Touching for a moment the Anglican 
cf$mmunion, the speaker mentioned} 
hfs ‘firm. and “unwavering conviction

11,830 ACRES DISPOSED OF 
AT SALE OF SCHOOL LANDS 


A. very successful sale of school 
lands was held here on Friday last, 
when seventy parcels were disposed.

The number of parcels sold is 
not as large as at some of the other 
sales in the province, but this is ac- 
counted for by the fact that a similar 
sale was held here a few years ago, 
when the school lands adjacent to 
Wetaskiwin were sold, and good prices 
were realized, The highest price paid 
on Friday was $60 an acre, which was 
paid by Herman Kern of Millet for the 
N.W. 11-48-25-4.

gations of che circuit, namely, Nisku, 
Leduc, Brightview, Peace Hills, Cane 
rose and Wetaskiwin were present, 
and in evidence of the Interest taken 
in this meeting by the vours people, 
the church choirs from Nisku and 
Brightview came in foree and bright- 
ened the proceedings with well ren- 
dered chorals and anthems, The clergy 
of the circuit, Rev, Raedeke of Cam- 
rose, Rey, Ohlinger of Brightview, 
tev. W. Isifert of Ledue und the local 
pastor were all present, as were also 
Revs, C. Theis and A, Schwermann or 
Mdmonton, The proceadings were 
opendd by a devotional servict in the 
morning, Rov, Kidert preaching the 
sormon from John 16, 1-8. The after- 
noon sossion was opened by the local 
pastor who spoke on “The Church 
activities of the Missourl Synod,” 
briefly referring to its home missions 
In the U.S., Canada, Mexico, Brazil, 
Argentine, West Indies, and Hawaii, 
its work among the deaf mutes, the 
blind, the institutfons, missions among 
the Jews, Itullans, Spantards, Poles, 
Czecho-Slovaklans, Lithoranfans, the 
Finns, Esthonians, ete. In addition to 
these there were the heathen missions 
among the Indians of the United 
States, missions in india and China, 
and the successful work among the 
Negroes In America, These activities 
wready demanded an army of willing 
workors and cheerful givers, But in 
addition to this work and supplement:

Although the Missourl Synod did no 
house to house canvassing, nor solie- 
ited donations from non-members, nor 
raised other than voluntary contribu: 
tions from its own members, these 
owned and controlled in 1926 eighteen 
hospitals and health retreats valued 
at $4,252,000, The eight orphanages 
harbored 305 orphans, fourteen home- 
finding societies cared for 165 home- 
less children, nine homes for the aged 
eared for 493 inmates. Last, but not 
least, the Synod's publishing house, 
which is tho largest of its kind in 
Amerlea, published in the interests of
